Instttutor says 


DEARLY beloved in the Lord, we have assembled for the purpose of instituting 
the Reverend Francis Coulbourn FitzHugh into this Church, as Priest and Rector 
of the same; and we are possessed of your Vote that he has been so elected; as 
also of the prescribed Letter of Institution. But if any of you can show just 
cause why he may not be instituted, we proceed no further, because we would 
not that an unworthy person should minister among you. 


Then shall be read the Letter of Institution. 
And then shall the Reetor's Warden present the keys of the Church to the new 


Incumbent, saying, 


In the name and behalf of Saint Clement's Church I do receive and acknowledge 
you, the Reverend Francis Coulbourn FitzHugh, as Priest and Rector of the 
same; and in token thereof, give into your hands the keys of this Church.
